Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 0/1 2/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,258,906 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 1 5-33 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Terminal 
Disclaimer filed on 10/12/2004 has overcome ODP rejection over U. S. Patent No. 
6,258,906. With regard to the art rejection Examiner has different reasons for allowance 
than those advanced by Applicant: 

Sanchez (U.S. 5,548,046) and Busseret (U.S. 3,849,468) are still closest prior 

art. 

Sanchez discloses a method for making of dialkyl peroxydicarbonate comprising 
reaction steps as instantly claimed and additional step for a separation of dialkyl 
peroxydicarbonate by decantation, without the use of a specific extracting solvent that is 
in turn a plasticizer for PVC. 

Extraction with organic solvents is a separation method notoriously used in the 
field of organic chemistry for fuller separating of organic compounds from the liquid 
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phase. Thus Busseret discloses a method of continuous preparation of 
alkylperoxydicarbonates, wherein the method involves the reaction step that is identical 
to the reaction step of Sanchez Busseret discloses the use of solvents to extract the 
alkylperoxydicarbonates, such solvents are dimethyl or dibutyl phthalate (known 
plasticizer for PVC), esters of fatty acids, such as alkyl adipates. 
Decantation and extraction are two known methods equally used for separation and 
purification of organic compounds, and therefore, the substitution of equivalent methods 
does not require express motivation, as per \ ln re Siebentritt 152 USPQ 618 (CCPA 
1967 ): Graver Tank & Mfg. Co . Inc. V. Linde Air products Co 85 USPQ 328 (USSC 
1950). 

The patentable difference between the process of the instant claims and that of 
Sanchez is addition of a salt solution to an aqueous phase after the aqueous phase was 
separated from organic phase, while the instant claims call for adding an inorganic salt 
to the aqueous reaction mixture, i.e. to the crude product. 

No other prior art that anticipates Or suggests fairly the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of this Office Action. Therefore, claims 15-33 are allowed over the 
prior art of record.
